It
was the general opinion that no farmer
should he excused for shipping dirty
wheat and that his penalty should be
the losa of the sifting. Other argued
thit the farmer was the loser In the
dockage at elevators, but in rebutta!

consequently the farmer nautrally re-
colved a higher price for his product.
This, plus the amount obtained from the
sale of the screenings. proved profitable.
